TO THINK 


DIVERSIFIED CROPS 


Do you ever 
stop to 
wonder 
what future generations would in­ 
herit from a world devoted to sin­ 
gle-cropping? 
W earing out the 
land 
steadily, 
system atically 
would, of course, result in smaller 
and smaller crop yields, poorer and 
poorer rural living 
conditions, 
hungrier and 
more 
savage 
ti e 
crowded humanity of cities. 
Ev­ 
entually, 
it is easy to 
believe, 
world bedlam and universal woe 
would be brought 
about. 
The 
world must be fed. 
Self-preser­ 
vation is the first law of nature, 
and t is this law that dictates di­ 
versification. 
“On the rick black 
corn land of Champaign county, 
Illinois, the college of agriculture 
of that state began 
a teat fifty 
years ago this spring of cropping 
methods in their relation to soil 
fertility,” relates II. J. W aters, in 
the Weekly 
Kansas City 
Star. 
“The results are most significant. 
On that portion of the field in 
which corn has been grown year 
after year 
without change 
and 
without the use of any kind of 
manure, the yield has fallen to 
less than twenty-five bushels an 
acre. 
Not twenty-five bushels for 
last year’s crop, but as the average 
for the last twelve years. 
Where 
a simple rotation of corn, oats and 
clover was pursued the yield in 
the same field has been more than 
fifty-six bushels an acre for the 
same period. 
“Thus land grown 
continuously in corn for fifty years 
has produced in the last twelve 
years 300 bushels of corn an acre. 
Similar land in the same period on 
which corn was grown only once 
in three years has produced a to­ 
te I of 224 bushels an acre. 
But 
in that period four crops of oats 
and four crops of clover have also 
been taken off the land. 
Who 
would doubt that four crops of 
oats and four crops of clover were 
not worth more than the equiv­ 
alent of seventy-six 
bushels of 
corn? 
Besides, the land has been 
plowed and cultivated every year 
in the one case and once in three 
years in the other. 
The crop had 
to be harvested by hand each year 
when corn 
alone was 
grown, 
whereas in two years out of three 
the harvest was gathered by ma- 
chnery when a rotation was fol­ 
lowed. 
It may be said that this 
is an inopportune time to change 
our system of farm ing from one 
of continuous production of grain 
to one in 
which less 
corn is 
grown.” 
What is true of corn in 
Illinois is equally true of cotton 
in Texas, wheat in Kansas, and 
flax in certain parts of Canada. 
Continuous strain in one d ire r 
tion of production is exhaustive, 
and in time land so m al-treated 
refuses to work. 
More and more, 
Southwestern farm ers are diversi­ 
fying. 
Thus, they are piling up 
wealth for their children, and writ­ 
ing an insurance policy providing 
future 
prosperity.— Farm 
and 
and Ranch.

In a recent issue of the Eagle, 
a correspondent suggests the ad­ 
visability of Bryan voting a large 
bond is^ue for the 
purpose of 
building roads. 
He goes, on to 
make an argum ent as to the ad­ 
vantage that would come to the 
county through having a proper 
system of roads. 
I have nothing 
to say in regard to the m atter 
of voting bonds. 
As a general 
principal I am opposed to bond 
issues. 
Further, it would be m an­ 
ifestly improper for an outsider 
to discuss a m atter of purely lo­ 
cal policy. 
B ut while you people are dis­ 
cussing the m atter of roads, I ask 
for just one moment of attention. 
I would discuss 
a road leading 
from Bryan through Tabor, Edge, 
Macy to the San Antonio crossing 
on the Navasot. 
Over on this side 
of the river we are 
building a 
standard highway 
through the 
Navasot bottom and on the Nor­ 
mangee, then eastw ard from Nor­ 
mangee to Leon Prairie, a distance 
of some tw enty miles. 
We are 
building, nay, 
we have 
already 
built, one of the best dirt roads 
in Texas, full 
width, 
properly 
and best way to get business and graded up, with absolutely stand- 
to get it now, is to advertise.

From the River to L e­ 
on Prairie our road is practically 
straight, no sharp turns, and where 
any curves occur they are gentle 
curves. 
This may not appear to interest 
Bryan, but 
here is the

tion. 
I presume that you have a 
good road from Bryan to Caldwell. 
With a good road from Bryan to 
the River, and the present road 
that Normangee has built from the 
River to Leon Prairie, it gives an 
im portant link in a proposed high 
way from Austin to the heart of 
East Texas. 
Coming from Aus­ 
tin to Caldwell, presumably you 
have a good road, and straight. 
From Caldwell to Bryan the road 
presumably continues good. From 
Bryan to Macy you already have a 
fairly good road. 
From the Riv­ 
er to Normangee and on to Leon 
Prairie we will have 
as good a 
road as there is in Texas. 
On 
Leon Prairie 
you will 
connect 
with the State Highway, the D. C. 
D., from Fairfield to Huntsville. 
You will follow this road from 
Leon Prairie to Centerville, a dis­ 
tance of some eight or ten miles, 
and a good road, state built. 
The State has already authoriz­ 
ed the building of a State High- 
%vay from Centerville eastw ard to, 
the Trinity River, where a bridge 
already spans the river, and thence 
to Crockett, 
at present 
a good 
graveled road. 
From Crockett 
to Lufkin there is already one of 
the best roads in E ast rl exas. This 
puts you in the very heart of East 
Texas, with roads radiating from 
there in every direction. 
So that we have already built 
a highway from Austin, the capital 
of the state, to Lufkin, the heart 
of East Texas, through Bryan and 
the other places named. 
I am 
assuming that you have the road 
built eastward from Bryan to Aus­ 
tin. 
This road when opened up 
for trans-state travel will bring 
as much traffic through Bryan as 
does the North and South Highwa* 
through your town. 
What is needed is to straighten 
out the road already built through 
Tabor, Edge and to Macy. 
Take 
out a number of kinks, which arc* 
unnecessary and add m aterially to 
the distance .
